This is the civil rights 

march of 1963. 

It started Tuesday night 
when the first buses began 
to arrive in Washington. At 
noon Wednesday, police said 
more than 1.500 special buses 
were parked along streets 
Hosed to other traffic.

Others came by train. 
Twenty-one .special trains 
and 16 regular ti-ain.s brought 
In more than 20.000 p<>ople. 
A railroad spokesman brag¬ 
ged. “All were on time or 
early, except for three which 
were three to 10 minutes 
late.”

left behind in his car. A 
Negro minister climbed up 
and showed Elstein the notes 
to play. 

Entertainers — too many to 
name, but all the names are 
lamiliar — ran through their 
program twice because the 
ci-owd had gathered early. No 
one seemed to mind. 

But behind them, behind 
the monument's pillars, a 
bitmze Lincoln brooded within 
sight of the Virginia mansion 
which Robert E. Lee left to gs 
to war in 1861. It was not a 
day lor entertainment.

The crowd Itself did the 
speaking when members of 
Congress took their reserved 
seats in front of the me¬ 
morial. 

"Pass the bill-pa.ss the 
bill — pas.s the bill," they 
chanted. "The bill" was 
President Kennedy's pit)- 
posed civil rights legislation, 
and it was one of the things 
they were marching for. 

Military police tossnl ice 
cubes into the crowd to help 
the marchers cope with the 
heat. The, crush was so tight, 
that some persons who 
fainted had to be passed 


hand to hand over the heads 
of the crowd to first aid sta¬ 
tions on the sidelines.

Long before the speech¬ 
making finally ended, thous¬ 
ands of persons had begun 
to drift away from the me¬ 
morial area, back toward the 
centre of the city. 

Some wore big lapel but¬ 
tons that read: "I was 
there.”

7 AST YEAR UTIEN an Impartial InterattomI 
^ committee chose Montreal aa the official sitf of 
the 1967 World Fair despite rival claima from all 
over the globe, a great and valuable compUmant waa 
paid not only to French Canada’s largnt dty but to 
the nation itself. 

Becauae the fair Is largely underwritten by the 
federal government Bilr. Diefenbaker, who was prime 
minister at the time, took Immediate stepa to place 
the planning and organization of the expoaitton on a 
firm footing. 

A commlsaloner-general, Mr. Paul Bienvenu, waa 
appointed and a board of directors was selected to 
get the gigantic project under way. 

However, since the Liberal government took office 
a number of peculiar things have been happcntfig to 
the fair’s plana and planners. The first Intimation 
the general public had that Mr. Pearson’s party had 
indeed any Interest In the fair at all was the s udden 
appointment of former Tory minister of trade George 
Heaa aa a director. 

For all Mr. Hees’ reputation as a good organlaer 
and drummer-up of business his appointment waa 
generally accepted on all sides of the House as a 
purely poUtical one, calculated to embamm the 
former prime minister, Mr. Diefenbaker. 

Fortunately for all concerned, the partisan joke 
fell a little flat and waa apparently as quiddy forg ottw 
as arere the numerous (Ejections raised on the score 
that the World Fair board was In danger of becoming 
a political bull-ring. 

It now appears that these warnings which went 
so long unheeded were anything but graundleaa. 
I eet. week Mr. Bienvenu resigned his post as commis¬ 
sioner-general and this week his deputy, Mr. Cecil F. 
Carsley, followed suit. 

Mr. Bienvenu is reported to have quit because of 
tenaiona within the governing body of the fair and 
Mr. Carsley because the "strain and challenges" of 
the Job were beyond his ability to handle. 

Both explanations appear rather lame. 

Certainly their statements are completely out 
of character of such men, both of whom are seasoned 
highly successful businessmen and organizers in their 
own right, quite unlikely to be defeated by any job 
for which they were selected. 

Obviously the real reason behind their resigna¬ 
tions remains hld^n.

Costlier Item 

A costlier item still is the 
three - inch. 70 - calibre anti-air¬ 
craft gun installed on all the 
newer destroyers, at a price, (or 
each twin mounting, of 51.300,- 
000. They were built in Canada 
on the basis at an untried de¬ 
sign that came from England. 
It has taken six years and a 
fantastic amount of money in 
man-hours to get them working.! 

But these practical problems 
are not. so far si I can deter¬ 
mine. the main concerns of 
the leadership of the Royal 
Canadian Navy. I have 
noticed, over the years, that 
the more an officer worries 
over the trivia and pomp of 
ceremony, the greater will be 
hb ignorance of the arts of 
war and seamanship. 

The biggest problem of the 
navy’s budget is manpower 
costs, and every year these go 
up. On this subject the Main- 
guy report said: “If this re-, 
suits In the abolition of un-[ 
necessary flummery, useless' 
parades and pointless muster¬ 
ing, and a greater attention to 
the es.sential work of a ship, 
a most useful and necessary 
purpose has been served." 


So That Means 


October, 1959, there were al¬ 
ready "ample grounds to 
believe that the fleet was in a 
poor physical state. For two 
years I had a difficult and 
frustrating assignment. The 
winter exercises in February- 
March, 1960, when the fleet 
was baaed at Bermuda, were a I 
series of mishaps. Morale was! 
bad in many ships. Ships broke 
down with alarming frequency 
—not only the older ships, but 
even those in the new Restl-| 
gouche class. Moat of this, ofj 
course, was offtclally recorded ^ 
and reported. What happened?!

Crusader Case 

The case of the destroyer

stood at over $1,000,000. Pend¬ 
ing approval at the funds, she 
was laid up at Sydney, N.S., 
without a crew.

' lays, and by 1962. forgotten, 
site had deteriorated tc such an 
extent that she now needed $5,- 
000.000 spent on repairs. Whole 
areas at her plating were rust¬ 
ing sway You could walk 
through her water-tight bulk¬ 
heads. Her electric cables wera 
going. It was later decided that 
> she had reached the point of no 
I return and should be scrapped. 

' Yet throughout this time she 
was shown on the NATO force- 
, goals as one of the ships Can- 
I ada would place under NATO 
; operational command at the 
outbreak of war. 

No Inquiry Held 

' This chain of events in which 
. we lost a beautiful ship which 
should have sailed the seas for 
many more years. Is appalling 
enough. What It indicative of 
the atmosphere in the navy is 
the fact that not even a board 
of inquiry was held. In fact, I 
do not know of a single case 
where a commanding officer 
has faced a board of inquiry for 
even the grossest neglect of his 
rilip. The admirals get the stan¬ 
dards they demind. There wsi 
once an engineer in chief of 
the navy who wrote on a report 
to the chief of the naval staff 
that he could no longer be held 
responsible for the state of the 
! fleet. That engineer in chief did 
not become an admiral. In¬ 
stead. the chief of naval staff 
promoted an offlrer who was. 
in his term of office, conspicu¬ 
ous by Ms absence from nearly 
all naval board meetings. In- 
! evitably the condition of the 
' fleet continued its downward 
path. 

in Canada, the slate at readi¬ 
ness IS the respdnsiUlity at indi¬ 
vidual admirals. As an officer in 
operational command. I have 
made repealed representadona 
to three admirals and two cMefs 
of naval staff. My reports have 
been either polilely or rudely 
ignored. In each case the chief 
at naval staff has said that the 
state of readiness was the busi¬ 
ness of the admiral on the coast. 

No Discussion

Cutting Off Our Blood 


By DR. STL'ABT E. ROSENBERG 

In a society where enforced ob¬ 
solescence has' become culturally as 
well as commercially fashionable, tra- 
dltiona, sentiments or values which 
apeak an older language ore auto¬ 
matically vetoed as out-dated and 
therefore irrelevant. (Evan last year's 
best-aelling books are considered “old- 
hat” today.) 

* A * 

To be lure. not everjihing which 
wa.s once said is worth quoting or 
ippcating. But we have become ex¬ 
perts at this kind of spiritual surgery 
BO expert in fart, that we repeated¬ 
ly cut off the blood supply of con¬ 
cepts and values vital for our own 
survival. And then, every year, we 
write long poems, compose imposing 
tracts, and stage new piays in which 
we wonder publicly and out loud why 
We feel so alone, so cut off, so slien- 
ated. It is as though we were wil¬ 
fully to destroy our parents and then 
spend the rest of our lives not under¬ 
standing why we ache for loneliness. 
We tearfully lament our orphanhood 
but think not a moment of mothers 
and fathers we have destroyed. 

To this very contemporary con¬ 
cern the Bible addressed Itself, long 


>ears ago. The family was not a 
world to itself; not were its members 
free to drift away from it, at will, 
in the name of Belf-expresiiofi and 
personal (ulfillment. As no man was 
an Island unto himself, so no family 
regarded itself as an aecident or sport 
of history. The family belonged to 
the past and to the future, and In¬ 
fused those who lived within Its orbit 
with a vital feeling of a.ssociation and 
with a meaningful destiny. It thus 
provided its members with a sense of 
signlfiianre not as Isolated periNins. 
but as persons-in-communlt>; they 
wiTe contributors to and benefactors 
of an engoing stream of life. 

a * a 

There could be no turning away 
from the inheritance of thot>e who 
went before—and this very quality 
of “cosmic beiongingnesa" helped to 
establish and maintain the imity of 
the family in the present. To be 
sure, there was no lack of individuals 
who might cry out In personal pain; 
who might even rant against the un¬ 
deserved ills which came upon them 
llirough the errors of their ineluct- 
able predecessors. 

Yet. they were never unmindful 
of the unmerited blessings which 
these very same ancestota had loving¬ 


ly proferred upon them. When • 
man knows—knows to his very core 
—that the men who preceded him 
thought carefully about those who 
would follow, he neither wants nor 
needs to escape the love and devotion 
he feels toward them. He shapes his 
life not in the forms of fear; love 
undergirds his moral duties. 

* * • 

This eternal relationship was bril¬ 
liantly caught up In the Biblical Im¬ 
perative which is at once both law 
and teaching, commandment and 
hicsaing: “Honor thy father and thy 
mother, as the Lord thy God com¬ 
manded thee; that thy days may be 
lung upon the land's^lch the laird 
thy God giveth thee.” What loqks 
superfldally like nothing more than 
a commercial quid pro quo—do thia 
and receive that—Is. In fact, a spirit¬ 
ual evaluation of the central roln 
which reverence and love (or parents 
plays In establishing and maintaining 
a feeling of and an appreciation for 
the on-golngness of life. One heoomea 
a vital human link In a great and 
valuable chain of continuity. With¬ 
out such a mood—which la what most 
moderns lack—one has the eerie feel¬ 
ing that he is going nowhere, since 
apparently, he cams from nowhere.
